Immense Vastness Of Asia 


AS TRAFFIC DEATHS CLIMB 
Tho National Safety Council report that traffic deaths 
climbed nine per cent in March, the sixteenth consecutive 
month that the national toll was greater than for the corres­ 
ponding month a year earlier, is the most conclusive kind of 
proof that we are losing the fight to make the highways sater. 
It is no consolation that the increase in traffic deaths 
closely parallels the rise in the number of miles driven as 
more and more cars appear on the roads. This is only another 
way of saying that it is becoming steadily more dangerous to 
venture into highway traffic, even though individual drivers 
are neither more nor less careless than before this steady 
trend for the worse began. 
As it is. some 971,260 Americans have died as a result of 
automobile accidents since 1900 and at the present rate the 
1,000.000th death will occur some time in December. That is 
a terrible and disgraceful record of slaughter, which warrants 
drastic revision. It is time an adequate program of highway 
.safety was launched. 
Almost two million casualties a year and deaths by the 
tens of thousands make too expensive a proposition to toler­ 
ate. The trend must be reversed, and it is squarely up to our 
.safety officials, enforcement agents and courts to get the ball 
rolling. With adequate leadership, most drivers will cooperate. 
The rest should be barred from the highways. 


The immense vastness of Asia 
and the difficulty this entails for

less related. 
One was made by Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur in his report to the 
Senate Armed Services Committee 
in Washington.

Minister Attlee in admitting to 
the House of Commons that it is 
impossible to cut off completely all 
shipment of rubber to Communist 
China. 
Gen. MacArthur laid great stress 
on the inability of Soviet Russia to 
strike a major blow—he used the 
famous military phrase ‘ coup de 
main”—against Japan. 
Tremendous Task 
He spoke of the tremendous task 
undertaken by Soviet Russia to 
send supplies to the Communist 
armies. There was a fleeting vision 
of the Trans-Siberian Railway, that 
fantastic stretch of 4.500 miles 
started by the Czars and built at a 
tremendous cost in money, lives 
and suffering. 
There is the fact that Russia has 
so few ice-free ports, an aspect 
of her situation that makes the 
Soviet Union at one and the same 
time lacking in military essentials 
and still eager for expansion and 
domination. 
The Trans-Siberian, which runs 
from the Ural Mountains to Vladi 
vostoek, is said to provide a never 
to-be-forgotten experience by all 
who have traveled it.

WHAT MEN DISLIKE 
An informal poll of males in show business has produced 
a list of what they think is funny in women’s dress.

It’s a safe guess that 
a very large proportion of the 
129.700 unwed fathers and moth.- 
ers knewr all about where babies 
come 
from, though they might 
have lacked some of the wisdom 
their parents had in birth-control. 
If mere information about the tacts 
of life were sufficiently effective, 
we ought to expect a rapid declint

There are the sea lanes and 
thousands of native traders. 
For centuries on end white men 
have referred to these men as “un­ 
scrupulous,” but there is an in­ 
grained traditional pride among 
them in their ability to sidestep 
Western rules and regulations. 
And the Oriental pirates of song 
and story are no figments of the 
imagination.

impossible. 
As a matter of fact, Attlee final­

The knowledge of what government is doing belongs to the 
people, because it is the people’s government. Officials have 
authority to control only the information which the people 
want controlled. 
In support of this principle the press fights a constant 
running battle with those in government who imagine that it 
is their duty to be censors. Certain kinds of information are 
properly withheld—things which would only hurt people with­ 
out helping anyone, and things which would actually endanger 
national security, for example. 
When decisions as to that kind of restraint are made by 
the people, the decisions are sound and good. But the decision 
rests with the peaple and must not be usurped. The press can 
be the reai servant of the people, a real protector of the 
people’s liberties, only by continuing to fight for the people s 
right to know what is going on.

These reports and release of the 
war prisoners furnished the most 
positive indications the Chinese 
may not have enougli power left 
for an early resumption of their 
offensive which punched 40 miles 
outh in five days and then bogged 
down. 
Red Offensive Failure 
Even the first phase of the 
much-heralded Chinese offensive 
was a total washout in three main 
respects. These were: 
1. The UN International Eighth 
Army stood fast above the Han 
river, 
which 
the 
Chinese 
had 
crossed in an earlier offensive this 
year and which provided a major 
barrier to the UN on the road back 
north a few weeks later. 
2. The Chinese failed to achieve 
lasting breakthrough anywhere 
along the 130-mile war front, per­ 
mitting the UN forces to remain 
in position for a counter-thrust 
whenever the time is ripe. 
3. The strategic and politically 
significent Seoul area remained in 
UN hands and the Red forces were 
unable to gain face through the 
Orient by capturing the historical 
Korean capital, which they had ap­ 
parently hoped to seize for the 
third time as a propaganda present 
for the Communist holiday on May 
1.

He said he recalled reading a book by P eter C hartiers, the French­ 
man. whom described the w onderful fishing to be had in a creek he 
called “C hartiers C reek”, at Carnegie, and he prom ised him self, some 
day. after he could m igrate to America, he would fish C hartiers c^eck. 
\f te r landing in the U nited States, he spent some tim e in Mas- 
sasehusetts. then treked west, finally landing in Carnegie, w here he 
looked for the w onderful stream , which according to the author, P eter 
C hartiers, abounded w ith fish.

In C hartiers’ day, according to the book, there was sturgeon and 
all kind of “big fellows” in the creek but. by the tim e Krass arrived,, 
the stream turned out to be no more than a small, m uddy stream .

As tim e grew, he m eandered from place to place, by airplane to 
far away places, and on many occasions he had to portage to reach the 
spot w here the big ones were supposed to be, both in fish and game, 
but during the past thirty years, has experienced many pleasures in the 
wilds. 
His hobby was photographing nature in its naked state, and upon oc­ 
casions he was so fortunate as to get pictures of a baby moose after its 
cow m other left; northern pike 40 pounds heavy, caribou, muskies, 
bear, and other creatures of the forests 
He is a personable chap, now around his 55 s, judging from his ap­ 
pearance, stands for the strict enforcem ent of all game and fish laws 
and is always ready to sponsor any move which will benefit sportsm en.
